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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the Enghsh language. 

Claim 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by KroU et al 
(4,763,660). Applicant's attention is directed Figure 4 and column 4, line 48 - column 5, line 21. 

Perforations arc detailed at column 4, line 65. Details of the various layers of the wiring are 
disclosed at column 5, line 22 - coliimn 6, line 58. The layers include soft members 40 and 47. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Komrumpf et 
al (6,415,169). Applicant's attention is directed Figures 1-9 and the detailed description thereof. 
Figures 7-9 clearly show the details of the split induction part. Details of the various layers of the 
wiring are disclosed at colimm 2, line 44 - column 3, line 35. The layers include soft members 
24 and 30. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Istvan et al 
(7,197,357). Applicant's attention is directed Figures 2 and 3 and column 4, lines 9 -56. 

Perforations are detailed at column 4, line 55. Details of the various layers of the wiring are 
disclosed at column 3, lines 30-53. The layers include soft members 22 and 24. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the im ention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the stibject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Komrumpf et al (6,415,169) in view of BCroU et al (4,763,660). The circuit of Komrumpf et 
al includes first and second substantially parallel segments having substantially the same shape 
and length. The segments have a temporary connection 37. Komrumpf et al fail to clearly 
disclose the use of perforations connecting the segments. Such a feature (i.e., parallel segments 
fully connected by perforations) is specifically taught by KroU et al as detailed supra. Given this 
teaching, it would have been obvious to use perforations to connect the split induction parts in 
Komrumpf et al to effect a more compact design feature since a predictable result would ensue. 
The particular dimensions and breaking strength is within the level of skill of the artisan to select 
to optimize performance of the apparatus.
